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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the Citizens of Nottingham: 


It is a source of satisfaction to retain the same teachers this 
year that were employed last year. This means that the 
work of the class rooms is continuing without the usual 
break incident to the introduction of a new teacher. The 
standards of the state program are being maintained. The 
results attained in our schools do in the main compare favor- 
ably with the work of the schools in neighboring towns. 

At the present time we hear much talk about character 
training in the public schools. In as far as this is accom- 
plished, it is not in place of regular class work, but in con- 
junction with and by means of the regular studies taught. 

Habits of industry, thrift, punctuality, accuracy, honesty 
and other desirable traits may be acquired by the pupils 
through the guidance of the teacher. 

No teacher can successfully teach virtues which she does 
not possess herself. The most important factor in teaching 
character is the character of the teacher because example rath- 
er precept influences the pupils in the acquisition of desirable 
traits and habits. 

The citizens in most progressive towns have learned that 
one important way to improve a community and the living 
conditions for its residents is to maintain efficient schools. 

A Parent-Teachers Association is evidence that a group 
of thinking people are willing to familiarize themselves with 
~ the conditions and needs of their schools. This leads school 
officials to feel that they have the moral and financial back- 
ing of the members of such an organization. 

The commendable work of leveling off and grading the 
Nottingham school yards last summer was evidence of the 
kind of interest that assures the support our schools merit.
